Dr. Wiley, chief of the Agricultural Department’s 
bureau of chemistry, is reported to have told a con- 
vention of retail grocers at Cincinnati the other day 
that the chances of the pure food law passing at this 
session of Congress were good. A good many inter- 
ested people throughout the country, while not doubt- 
ing the doctor’s sincerity, will have to be shown to be 
convinced.

We strongly advise packers to use none but good 
boxes in shipping their 1905 pack of canned goods. 
Some of the boxes used for the last pack were simply 
disgraceful. The jobbers are commencing to demand 
that canned goods be shipped from the factory in 
boxes strong enough to hold them until they reach the 
hands of the retailers. It is a perfectly reasonable de- 
mand and one which should be met by every packer. 


The severely cold weather has affected business over 
a great part of the country, but aside from this there 
are no unfavorable features in the general situation 
and outlook. Commenting on the state of trade in 
general, Dun’s weekly review says: “Business pro- 
gressed steadily and negotiations now pending indi- 
cate that the maximum of activity is yet to come. 
Some irregularity in reports for the first month were 
undoubtedly due to exceptionally severe weather. The 
weakness of cotton also had a tendency to check ope- 
rations at the south. Taken as a whole, however, re- 
sults for January were much better than in the same 
month last year, particularly as to failures. Distribu- 
tion of merchandise is once more on a liberal scale. 
Collections are still irregular, but on the whole there is 
little cause for complaint. Manufacturing plants are 
making the best returns.” Bradstreet’s weekly busi- 
ness review notes the following: “Owing to car con- 
gestion, shipments are away behind and ice in har- 
bors affects deliveries to vessels.” Dun’s report says 
concerning business in the Chicago district: “Aside 
from hindrances to transportation and delayed deliv- 
eries of commodities, due to severe weather, business 
conditions maintained a satisfying tone, new demand 
having progressed in both manufacturing and distribu- 
tive branches. Retail trade, notwithstanding adverse 
elements, made a fair showing in the volume of deal- 
ings. Distributers of general merchandise report en- 
couraging features.”

ever the jobbers’ heads and sell direct to the retail 
trade, a tendency which our wholesaling friends, as a 
measure for their self-preservation, are vigorously 
protesting against. <a 

This is not a new question; in fact, it is a very old 
one which periodically comes to the fore and attracts 
more or less attention for awhile, then dies down only 
tocome again. The elimination of the middleman has 
been under discussion for at least twenty years; and he 
hasn't been eliminated vet, nor will he ever be. He is 
a spoke in the distributive wheel, a necessary factor in 
commerce. 

Changes occur, of course, 
branch of business life ; 


everywhere, in every 
the processes and progress of 


evolution are in constant motion; but, in our opinion, 
the position of the jobber is perfectly secure ; unques- 
tionably he is here to stay, for he is needed. 

The causes which have led many to suppose the po- 
sition of the middleman insecure and his existence 
threatened are the children of modern competition. 
There is the much talked of idea of bringing manu- 
facturer and consumer into closer relationship, and 
the desire of large retailers, such as the “chain store’’ 
proprietors, to purchase goods at first cost, for the 
saving of the jobber’s profit. Both the desire and the 
practice are growing, and the middleman will doubt- 
less suffer to some extent, but we do not believe there 
is the slightest possibility that he will ever be eliminat- 
ed. Canned goods packers, as a class of manufactur- 
ers, have no desire to do away with the wholesaler. A 
few sell a portion of their products direct to retail 
distributers, but as a whole we believe they are per- 
fectly contented with existing conditions and present 
means of distribution of cannery products. 


Exports of Manufactures Increase. 


TATISTICS issued by the department of com- 


merce and labor show a continuation of the

The canners’ convention at Columbus put what 
amounted practically to a quietus on business in the 
local market this week. Most of the brokers and 
many of the jobbers left Chicago for the convention 
city on Monday afternoon, and the result is that trad- 
ing here this week has been extremely quiet, although 
in all probability it would have been dull anyway, as 
railway traffic is everywhere seriously hampered by 
cold weather and the deep snow. 


Tomatoes. 


The tomato market gives evidence of slowly gath- 
ering strength, and offerings of cheap tomatoes have 
so far diminished that their end is believed to be in 
sight. The undertone of the market has steadied con- 
siderably within the last two weeks. No sudden ad- 
vance is expected, but the article, it is believed, will 
show further improvement as we progress towards the 
spring season. The attitude of packers has undergone 
more or less change. They are now less anxious to dis- 
pose of their holdings, and another feature which con- 
tributes in a measure to the strengthening of the mar- 
ket is that more and more buyers are appreciating the 
fact that there will be an enormous consumption of to- 
matoes during the first half of 1905 and that first hand 
holdings are not excessive. 

The president of the Baltimore Canned Goods Ex- 
change has issued a report on the quantity of toma- 
toes packed in that city during last season, together 
with the quantity unsold in first hands on January 20, 
1905. The report states that tweny-four firms packed 
tomatoes in Baltimore last year and gives a total pro- 
duction of 860,925 cases, divided as follows: No. 2s, 
209,514 cases; No. 3s, 643,733; gallons, 5,653; special 
sizes, 200,025 cases. The number of cases of toma- 
toes remaining in the hands of Baltimore canners on 
January 20, 1905, was given as 301,890, consisting of 
40,173 cases of No. 2s, 261,174 cases of No. 3s, and 
only 543 cases of gallons. The president of the ex- 
change in commenting on these statistics says: 

“Apart from the fact that it had been conceded at 
the close of the tomato packing season that the total 
quantity packed in Baltimore alone ranged from a 
million and a half to two million cases, never less 
than a million, the figures submitted must be particu- 
larly interesting to you. As the president of the Ex- 
change, I am gratified beyond measure, for it is a com- 


plete demonstration that statistics can be gathered, that 
they can be surrounded with the greatest secrecy, and 
that entrusted to a man of honor the results will not be 
only pleasing but highly valuable to every member of 
the Exchange.” 


Corn. 


Prices on future Maine corn were announced last 
week by the leading packers in that state. It had been 
generally expected that the opening figures would be 
somewhat !ower than last year, and this expectation 
was realized, as the price announced, covering fancy 
grade only, 95c per dozen, f. 0. b. Portland, was 2'4%c 
per dozen lower than the opening quotation on the 
previous year’s pack. The new price is acceptable to 
the trade and contracts have been freely entered into 
with the wholesalers in all the large markets, both in 
the east and west. The price named on succotash is 
$1.00 per dozen, f. o. b. Portland, or 5¢ below last 
year’s initial figure. So far as we have learned, the 
Maine packers didn’t name a figure on standard grade, 
although our advices are that some contracts were en- 
tered into on the basis of 82'%4c to 85c per dozen, f. o. 
b. Portland. In this connection a report says that the 
Maine packers are not selling standards. The propor- 
tion of this grade available for sale will not be known 
until the packing season is well along towards its end. 
It appears that the packers were influenced to make 
a lower price than last year’s opening by the large ag- 
gregate production in the season of 1904, notwith- 
standing that there is always an assured demand for 
all the fancy corn that Maine packers have capacity 
to produce. 

Tomatoes-—- 

Spot tomatoes are worth locally 65@67'%c per 
dozen for standard 3s. The feeling among western 
packers in generai is better than it has been, and 
some are inclined to ask a shade over price quoted 
here; but goods are obtainable at 67%c (not very 
many at 65c). The market has been rather quiet since 
our last report, notwithstanding that reports from 
eastern markets note very fair movement in tomatoes. 
We are unable to learn of any prices on western fu- 
tures. The improvement noted last week in the Balti- 
more market seems to be fully maintained. A private 
advice from that center says: “The tomato market 
is still holding its own and has a strong upward fen-

dency. There is a heavy demand, especially from the 
East. 1 understand that a great many goods were 
bought last week on the Peninsula by a speculator. He 
took all he could get at 61c, f. o. b. As it is almost 
certain there will be a good demand from the West 
along towards the opening of lake and rail navigation, 
there is no reason to doubt but what the tomato mar- 
ket will improve right along during the spring 
months.” For ruling Baltimore quotations see our 
correspondent’s letter. 

Corn— 

The depressed state of the spot corn market re- 
mains unrelieved, and we have heard of some very low 
offerings made locally this week on goods described as 
of good quality. We have heard of a price as low 
as 52%4c per dozen, delivered Chicago, and transac- 
tions in western goods, described as standards, at 55c 
per dozen delivered here, were reported. Of course 
there are packers who hold their full standard corn for 
more money than this. Local brokers complain that 
even when they offer corn at 55c the jobbers then 
want to buy for less. Business has not been very 
brisk here since our last report. Future western corn 
is being taken slowly. Prices on the packs of the vari- 
ous western states prominent as corn canners are the 
same as last week. A feature of last week was the 
announcement of price on Maine future fancy corn and 
on succotash. Figures and facts in connection there- 
with are given in our introductory ; local jobbers have 
bought freely, notwithstanding the intimation that in 
other quarters jobbers have not bought the Maine 
product with their accustomed avidity. New York 
reports indicate light business during the week on 
State future corn. 

Sweet Potatoes— 

Jobbers are showing very good interest in sweet 
potatoes, which, according to private advices from 
saltimore, are steady and moving well into second 
hands. We note no change in price. 

Peas 

We can say nothing new in regard to peas, either 
spot or future. Spot peas are selling right along, but 
not actively, and market features are the same as for 
some little time past. Values are unchanged. Western 
packers have more peas on hand than at this date last 
vear, but the difference isn’t great. Orders continue 
to be taken for western future peas, with packers of 


some of the most popular brands reported well sold up, 
New York reports note rather more firmness on spot 
peas as a result of clean up of some recent offerings 
of cheap grades. 

Fruits— 

Peaches are firmer and in better demand. This state- 
ment applies to both California and eastern packings, 
Gallon pie peaches are firm. Stocks of all peaches are 
considerably reduced. Some California grades are 
practically exhausted.

The British Tinplate Industry. 


It is now claimed that the British tin plate trade is 
in a sounder position than ever. The works are stated 
to be so well employed that the future appears assured. 
While it is possible that this may be the case, and the 
time for forebodings has been safely passed, yet, on 
the other hand, it seems rather hazardous to base the 
hope of an industry on the foundation of cheap mate- 
rials furnished by distant producers, viz., steel ingots 
and bars from America and Germany. The same fiscal 
system which enables such supplies to be imported 
cheaply also enables the finished product to be brought 
into direct “competition with the maker in his home 
market. The steel works which sell tin bars cheaply 


may also be related to or affiliated with tin plate fac 
tories which may find it desirable to seek wider markets, 
Such markets will perforce be where British tin plates 
are sold. In the present stage of manufacturing de- 
velopment, whether it be viewed locally or in its bear- 
ing on the trade of the world, no industry can be con- 
sidered in really sound condition unless it is in pos- 
ce ssion of good sources of supply ot some one OF more 
of its essential materials. To be securely situated it 
must have its own ore and its own coke.—Iron Age. 





The Popular Food Error. 


Concerning the confusion in the public mind in re- 
gard to the terms “adulterant’’ and “preservative,” 
some pertinent statements are made by George Merck, 
the chemist, in a recent letter to a United States Sena- 
tor on the subject of the pure food bill now before 
that body. Among other things Mr. Merck says: 

The great point to be constantly. borne in mind at every step 
in the consideration of pure food legislation is that there is a 
very important distinction to be drawn between the use of 
food adulterants and the use of food preservatives. 

Food or drug adulteration is the substitution of spurious 
material for any of the normal ingredients of a food, a food 
preparation or a medicine. 

Food or drug preservation is the addition of an ingredient 
to pure and honest foods and medicines for purposes of con- 
servation. 

In seeking to correct a serious abuse the reformed and the 
public have, through overzealousness and the lack of intimate 
knowledge, overshot the mark, and public opinion is hazy 
upon the important distinction to’be made between food 
adulteration and food preservation, which I have pointed out 
above. 

Food adulteration is a crime and must be stamped out. 

Food preservation is a necessity and must be permitted. 

Existing economic and social conditions, with our large 
population and its distribution, make the use of food preser- 

vatives indispensable. 

Eliminate the legitimate and honest employment of food 
preservatives to-day and you will be confronted by a food 
problem that will present so serious an aspect that mere food 
adulteration, reprehensible as it is, will sink into utter insig- 
nificance. 

The danger of ptomaine poisoning following the consump- 
tion of decaying foods is real; the harm supposed to result 
from the use of preservatives is purely imaginary.

Epitor CANNER: 

There has been a general exodus from this section of pack- 
ers, canmakers, brokers and other men interested in the pack- 
ing business to the convention at Columbus, which promises 
to be the largest that has ever been held. It is to be hoped 
that there will be no such imperative calls to any of the gen- 
tlemen attending same to return to their places of business 
as happened last year, when so many of the Baltimore con- 
tingent had to return hurriedly because the great fire com- 
menced on the Sunday that they left Baltimore to attend the 
convention. Speaking of the fire, the city is being rapidly re- 
built and many men are moving into new quarters on the first 
anniversary of the fire, which will be on February 7. 

It is to be hoped that the interchange of opinions and views 
that will take place at the convention.and the information many 
packers will inevitably gather there will do much good to 
the business in general and to individuals particularly. 

The improvement in the tomato situation, noticeable last 
week, is maintained and the orders and inquiries coming into 
this market are quite numerous. It is reported that all the 


cheap lots of tomatoes offered on the Peninsula during the 
last ten days or two weeks have been bought up, largely by a 
speculator. Single carload orders are still obtainable at 62'4c 
f. o. b. in the country, but it is believed that it will be difficult 
to buy any great quantity at this price. New York buyers are 
trying to purchase No. 3 standards at 65c, delivered New 
York, which is equivalent to 61c f. 0. b. country. Some so- 
called standards have been sold at this figure during this week, 
but in nearly every instance when the samples have been ex- 
amined, buyers have refused to approve same, thus proving 
that the inferior tomatoes have had, and still have, the effect 
of holding down the market. If some plan could be devised 
to establish a standard that would be satisfactory to both 
buyer and seller, it would be of great benefit to the canned 
goods trade in general. 

There has developed so strong a belief in several quarters 
that the report of the American Grocer of last season’s pack 
of tomatoes was too high, that efforts are being made to get 
up other estimates. The Tri-State Packers’ association is still 
working on this. A report has also been issued by a Balti- 
more party relative to the pack in Baltimore City alone, which, 
if correct, would cut down the estimate of the American gro- 
cer considerably. These subsequent reports when published 
will doubtless have. the effect of strengthening the tomato 
market, but in my opinion the actual demand for tomatoes that 
is hound to come during the next month or two, will have 
more to do with firming up the prices than any reports that 
can be issued. Almost any estimate that could be published 
would very likely find someone to defend it, and whilst these 
later reports may disagree with the American Grocer’s report, 
yet they will not convince everybody. 

rhe demand for No. 2 tomatoes continues, and it is devel- 
oping the fact that there is likely to be an absolute scarcity 
of this size tomatoes before the new season comes in. It is 
claimed by some well informed people that at the present time 
there is not 100,000 cases of No. 2 tomatoes unsold in Balti- 
more City and vicinity. If this is a “agg No. 2 will shortly 
be much higher proportionately than No. 

The recent advance in the price of ealkch apples is main- 
tained, and it looks as though this line will be cleaned up in 
the near future. 

The demand for sweet potatoes is also increasing. A few 
can still be bought in Baltimore at 75¢ per dozen, but some 
packers have advanced to 8oc. Last year, a short time pre- 
vious to new goods coming onto the market, the price of sweet 
potatoes advanced to goc and g5c per dozen. A repetition of 
this is likely to occur again this year. There has not for the 
last four or five years been any surplus of this line of goods 
to carry over into a new season. This is one of the most 
serviceable lines of goods put into cans, and it is well worthy 
of the attention of any packer who is located in a sweet po- 
tato-growing country. Canned sweet potatoes is fast becom- 
ing one of the staple lines and, with the improvement in the 
methods of packing, the consumption is bound to increase. 
It is now possible to get a can of sweet potatoes that will 
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turn out just as vellow and dry as sweet potatoes can be put 
on the table right from the raw state. As the sections for 
packing this line are very limited on account of climatic con- 
ditions, there is little or no probability of the market being 
glutted, because the demand comes from all over the country 
and will increase every year. 

There is no improvement in the market for the low grades 
of spot corn, but Maine style is holding its own very well. 
As the season advances it is developing that two or three 
other lines of goods are getting scarce in this city, notably 
lima beans and string beans. Stocks of these two lines will 
be practically cleaned up before the new season opens. 

The demand for peaches is improving. Seconds and stand- 
ards have already advanced. A few No. 3 pies can still be 
bought at 72%4c, but there are not many obtainable at this 
figure 

Considerable business is oon transacted in future corn on 
a basis of 62%4c per dozen f. o. b. country for No. 2 standard 
Maine style. 

This kind of packing is really the only style that interests 
buyers at the moment. The demand tor ordinary Harford 
style sugar corn is practically “nil.” 

There is some demand now coming in for future tomatoes 
but so far very little business has been transacted. Packers 
ideas are about 67%c, and naturally, with spot tomatoes sell- 
ing below this, and there being so much talk of a surplus to be 
carried over, the buyers are not very enthusiastic in taking 
hold. 

Referring to the convention, there is one matter that cer- 
tainly demands serious consideration and that is some uniform 
rule as to the length of time a seller should guarantee his 
goods against swells. This is becoming a serious source of 
friction between sellers and buyers. A few years ago a seller 
was only asked to guarantee for six months from date of in- 
voice. In some sections of the country this has already becn 
extended to July 1, of the year following the packing season. 
Efforts are being made in some markets by buyers to even 
extend this swell guarantee for a longer period than that. On 
the other hand, the period of guarantee given by canmakers 
to the packers has, during the last two or three years, been 
restricted. The packer is therefore between the upper and 
nether millstones, and, as usual, is getting the worst end of

Buyers in New York City Place Liberal Orders for Maine Future 
Corn at Opening Price. The Tomato Situation. Quiet 
Business on Future Peas. Gallon Apples 
Firm, Peaches in Demand. 

New York, Feb. 6, 1905. 
Epitor CANNER: 

General conditions in the trade have undergone very little 
change since last reports. There is, all things considered, 
slightly increased interest in some lives, while others are sub- 
stantially unchanged from previous reports. As a whole, it 
may be said that there is a more confident feeling noticeable 
and that business gives promise of early revival in some of 
the larger lines. A considerable number of local men are 
preparing to go to the convention in Columbus this week. 
After their return it is quite likely that business will be better. 
The effect of the blockade of two weeks ago has not passed 


entirely as yet, though the bulk of the evidences of it about 
the district has been cleared away. 

The most important event of the week was the announce. 
ment of prices by the corn packers from Maine who haye 
been in the city the past week taking orders. The prices are 
95¢ on fancy corn aad $1.00 on succotash. These figures 
are 2'%4c lower on fancy corn and 5@7'c lower on succotash 
than they were last year. According to the packers and their 
representatives, jobbers have placed liberal orders and are 
still buying freely. State, western and southern futures are 
neglected, though now that Maine prices have been made and 
jobbers know what it is going to cost they will be more dis- 
posed to buy state goods. Spot movement is slow, very little 
trading being done in any variety. Spot prices are: New 
York state 2s, 80@85c; Maine 2s, $1 .05@1.10; Maryland 
Maine style, 77/2@8oc ; western, 7514@8oc. 

There is no change in the tomato situation. Offerings are 
still reported at Goc f. o. b. Baltimore, but the passable stock 
at that figure appears to be getting more and more limited, 
Local jobbers are paying almost no attention to the announce- 
ment of a stronger tone in the south and are not buying any 
more freely. The local trade is not buying in advance of its 
necessities, and, as a whole, local business is a shade more 
quiet. Until something occurs to arouse the market from its 
present lethargy there will be little interest beyond satisfying 
daily requirements. Spot prices are: Maryland 2s, 55@ 
5742; Maryland 3s, 65@7oc; Maryland gallons, $1.95@2.10: 
New Jersey 3s, 75@80c; New Jersey gallons, $2.00@2.25, 

No important basins interest is reported in future peas, 
Some sales are being made, but they are principally small and 
amount to comparatively little outside the regular routine of 
daily transactions. Spot business can be described in essen- 
tially the same terms.

early June 2s, 67%@8oc; sifted early June 2s, $1.05@1.20;

Opening prices on the 1905 pack of California asparagus 
have been expected for some days, but at this writing have 
not been given out, nor is it possible to obtain any reasonable 
statement regarding what they are likely to be. It is definitely 
announced that the Hickmott people will not pack this year, 
but will be ready with a good pack next year. This will have 
a tendency to improve the situation for other interests. Spot 
sales are moderate, without special features. Spot prices are: 
Oyster Bay, $3.75@3.90; tips, $2.50@3.00; California standard, 
$2. 75(@3.00; extra, $3.25@4.00; 1-pound tins, $2.75. 

he situation in fruits is likely to be helped by the freeze 
in Florida, which reduced the available supply of oranges very 
materially. This is, of course, based on the assumption that 
the reduction in supply will be used as an opportunity to raise 
the price by the California interests. At best whatever benelit 
this might be will be somewhat nullified by the high price of 
sugar. As a whole, however, it is probable that the shortage 
in oranges will cause some improveinent in the price of canned 
fruits. 

Gallon apples continue to harden under the influence of a 
steady demand and a small and rapidly diminishing supply. 
Nothing can now be found below $2.25 and the tendency is 
still upward. Other fruits are firm, but the movement at this 
season is slow. Spot prices for apples are: New York state 
gallons, $2.10@2.15; Maryland gallons, $1.g0@1.95. 

Peaches are wanted, but there is a shortage which _ pre- 
vents active trading because holders are firm and refuse to 
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permit goods to go out at concessions. There are no goods 
to be had anywhere, either here or on the coast. Prices tend 
upward, and only small — are obtainable. Spot prices 
are the same as quoted last week, and because of such small 
sales are really little more than nominal. a 
Salmon <emains steady, with a moderate jobbing demand, 
but without special feature.

It has taken the dried fruit market some little time to re- 
cover from the depression caused by the blizzard. Some buy- 
ers are under the impression that there is a good deal more 
of different varieties than has been reported and do not wish 
to take hold freely under present circumstances. In other 
words, they desire to be satisfied that there will be no further 
reduction in quotations. It is probable, however, that the sit- 
uation will improve materially from now on, excepting when 
interfered with by the severe winter. While the mercury 
doesn’t average quite as low as last winter, there is more 
snow, which means more serious blockades and conditions 
generally are quite as bad as they were last winter at this 
time. 

There is rather more demand for seeded raisins from local 
and nearby jobbers, but as a rule the requirements of such 
buyers do not go over ten to twenty-five box lots. One or 
two sales of larger quantities were reported. At one time 400 
boxes were sold to one person, which closed out the spot hold- 
ings of one seller, while at another time a sale of 500 boxes was 
reported. There is no demand here for stock to be shipped 
from the coast, but it is said that buyers in the middle west 
are sending out a few orders for car lots. The coast market 
is reported firm on the basis of 6c f. 0. b. for fancy, or 7%c 
laid down vere. No change is reported in loose, nor in for- 
eign goods, though movement in both is restricted to actual 
requirements.

- J. Bell, of Australia, has been experimenting with a new 
method of budding which he believes will be found an im- 
provement, especially for the working over of old trees. 
Colman’s Rural World describes his method as follows: The 
method consists in inserting the bud into the bark of the 
tree when the sap is at full flow. The only tools necessary 
are a bone awl, small pieces of leather and four tacks for 
each piece. With this awl a hole of sufficient size is made 
in the bark and the bud inserted. The strip of leather, 
notched at the top to fit the bud and punctured at each corner 
for the tacks, is fastened over with half-inch upholsterers’ 
tacks or gimp pins. The leather is merely to hold the bud 
firmly in place and prevent too much drying out. As the 
hud swells the tacks are loosened and easily removed. When 
done rightly this method has proven quite a success.

We have lately been compelled to raise our mini- 
mum shipments from 30,000 to 40,000 pounds. It 
does not seem very much to the railroad company. It 
does not seem very much to the trade generally— 
that is, to the large trade, but will mean a great deal 
to the canner in California, a great deal more than we 
appreciate at the present time. I have been east for 
a couple of months, having just returned, and I find 
that it is going to affect the distribution of our canned 
fruits through the east. We can all sell enough goods 
in the large cities, but it is going to affect us seriously 
in the small cities. Of course, if the various jobbers 
got together and placed their orders through one firm, 
it would be all right, but there are many canners, and 
each of the jobbers desires to buy from the canner 
whom he selects, and each canner desires to ship his 
carload into that city. It will mean, perhaps, in some 
cases, consignments. In my experience of some twenty 
odd years in the canning business, both in fruit and 
salmon, I have never considered consignments at all, 
where it was possible to avoid them. I have some- 
times put in 50 to 75 cases to fill a carload, and it has 
generally resulted in loss. It is the most natural thing 
for a broker to put 75 cases in the warehouse and never 
think anything more of it. Later he takes them out 
and forces them on the market at a reduced price. 

| see by Thomas’ Grocers’ Manual that there are 
about 3,100 wholesaie grocery houses east of the 
Rocky Mountains. I do not mean the small groceries, 
but those of fair size. That means, with the ordinary 
California pack of fruits, just about one minimum car 
of 30,000 pounds for each one of these jobbers. Now, 
when you come to make your minimum 40,000 
pounds, you have not enough to go around. You can 
supply about 2,400 of these jobbers. It means that 
we ate going to lose some of the business, and it is 
going to supplant the California pack with the eastern 
pack. I had a jobber tell me that if they had to buy 
625 cases of California fruits, they would not buy any 
—that is, they would not buy any f. o. b. coast. They 
would take their chances of picking up in the east. 
Michigan will build up just as fast as she can find 
people to take her fruits. Baltimore will put heavier 
syrup on; she has 2§¢ a dozen against us on freights, 
and it means a building up of that eastern business. 

Now, gentlemen, single-handed and alone we can 
do nothing. We can do more by organization than 
individually, and I do not see why this matter of min- 
imum weights should not be taken up immediately. 





Activity in Wholesale Grocers’ Association. 
The New York Wholesale Grocers’ association, com- 
posed of jobbers in states contiguous to New York 
state, will carry on its work in future more actively 


than it has ever done. The association at its recent 
meeting was practically reorganized. Its object will 
he to take action looking to the correction of trade 
evils and abuses and to work to bring jobbers and 
manufacturers into closer relations with each other. 
[t is said that one of the first matters it will give its 
attention to will be the selling of their products direct 
to retailers by manufacurers. 


CANS. 


By E. H. Temple, General Manager for the American 
Can Company on the Pacific Coast, read before

In a conversation with Mr. Field he asked if I would 
write a paper or make a statement on the question of 
quality of tin plate used in the manufacture of tin cans. 
He stated the question was being agitated here, and 
that many packers had told him they would be willing 
to pay an advanced price for a higher quality pack- 
age. This question is being agitated very extensively 
in the east, and while I think in special cases packers 
may be justified in criticizing the quality of plate used 
in the manufacture of a portion of their cans, it jg 
also my opinion that a good part of their criticism 
is not deserved. 

All of you know Professor Duckwall is at the head 
of,a laboratory which devotes its time almost exclu- 
sively to examining, free of charge, all spoiled goods 
that canners send to him. I have read many of his 
reports, and find in certain cases he criticizes the 
quality of plate used by stating it is improperly coated. 
In other cases he reports the swells were caused by 
conditions !ocal to the canning factory. , 

I should welcome any step taken on the part of the 
packers that would require all can makers who manu- 
facture cans for sale, as well as those who manufac- 
ture them for their own use, to use a higher grade 
of plate, but I see no way to do this unless the na- 
tional government will pass a law requiring all tin 
cans used for packing processed goods to be coated 
with not less than a certain amount of pig tin to the 
base box. 

In my experience I have sold cans made from a 
special quality of plate, which was of a better grade 
than that ordinarily used in making packers’ cans, 
charging for them only the advanced cost, due to the 
better material used, but never succeeded in selling 
this special can to the same party a second year. 

A packer whom I have heard of, and who is put- 
ting forth greater efforts to secure a pure food law 
than any one else, as well as agitating the question 
of quality of tin plate used in the manufacture of cans, 
and who could be placed in a class by himself, was 
unwilling to change to the special quality plate when 
the price for the cans made from it was placed in 
front of him, notwithstanding the average advance 
would not be over $1.25 per 1,000 on his cans. 

You will find many can makers and packers, as well 
as all other classes of business people, who desire to 
put up the cheapest possible package they can secure 
in order that they can sell cheaply. Such men can 
only be compelled to buy a higher priced article by 
a law which they cannot get around. 

Such a law would require all tin plate used in mak- 
ing cans for processed goods, to be of the same quality, 
and would necessitate everybody using it, placing the 
can maker who manufactures for the trade, and those 
who manufacture for their own use, on the same foot- 
ing. So far as we are concerned, we would welcome 
any law that would require everybody to use the same 
quality of plate. We watch that which we receive at 
our factories as closely as possible and do not use any- 
thing in the manufacture of packers’ cans, that we 
consider unsuitable for the purpose. The plate which 
we receive, and find not suitable for making packers’

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Contracts and Buyers’ Labels. 
Address by Mansfield Lovell, before California Canners’ 


Convention. 





The matter of contracts, I believe, is the first one 
mentioned. As Mr. Field has stated to you before, 
this question is liable to come up in the national con- 
vention, and I sincerely hope it will, but so far as my 
experience goes with our contracts here they are prac- 
tically the same in their printed form, that is to say, 
they embody about the same terms. but it is not the 
printed form of the contract that covers the whole 
thing; it is the spirit of it. The buyer in making his 
contract should look carefully over his requirements, 
and if he thinks he can use a certain quantity or va- 
riety of fruit, let him contract for it. When that con- 
tract is submitted to the packer he says, “I will take 
chances on a shortage,” and puts his name to it. There 
may be some conditions come up that render it im- 
possible, but I mean in the long run, if in making 
the contract the buyer and seller will acknowledge it 
with the proper spirit there will be very little trouble 
about the printed form. I think we have all experi- 
enced the fact that after making the contract, and 
about the middle of the season, we get a letter saying, 
“I find that the local conditions are such that we do 
not want your goods this year.” Now, they have 
contracted for them. They do not seem to regard the 
contract ds anything. Now, that is not exactly right. 
A contract is a contract. The meaning of the word 
itself indicates it. A contract to buy fruit should be 
just as binding as a contract to buy a piece of prop- 
erty or anything else, and I| think that possibly we 
are at fault in the matter. We get a letter from a 
good customer asking us to cancel his order. What 
had we better do about it? We will cancel it—and so 
it goes. 

Now the cash discount. You ship a car to New 
York, where they have storage facilities, and I have 
known of that car getting to New York in reasonable 
time, and the railroad says if you give us freight we 
will store it thirty days free for you, and then they 
send a notice out to the buyer and the buyer takes 
about ten or twelve days before he takes the car, and 
by that time it is sixty days. Then he says, “I take 
my one and one-half per cent.” Now you take one 
and one-half per cent from the amvuunt of fruit shipped 
from here and it means a good deal. Most of us are 
paying interest, and we pay interest until we get that 
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money back again. 1 think the question of cash dig. 
count should be looked into and insisted upon, by 
it will have to be done by all. 

Buyers’ Labels. 


There is a question that I am not prepared to offer 
any solution to. Unquestionably we all want to get 
our goods before the public under our own label— 
at least we should not be ashamed to. The object of 
putting our labels on is to own our business. (Of 
course the buyer has a very strong argument on his 
side. He wants to own his business, and the tendency 
toward buyers’ labels has been growing from that 
standpoint.. In the old times buyers’ labels were not 
much used, but when they found the pack run down 
a little, they lost their business. Now they say that 
with their own labels they can buy wherever they can 
get the best goods. We will have to build up the 
quality of our goods to overcome that. I do not see 
that you can take any radical measures in dealing 
with the buyers in this country, especially at the 
present time, or say that you won't furnish unlabeled 
goods. I think that you will have to work up to it 
gradually. You can, by reducing the allowance made 
for buyers’ labels, work in the right direction. If 
your labels cost you $2.50 and you allow your buyer 
$2.50 for his Jabel, he puts on his own. If his labels 
cost $2.50 and you allow $1, he is going to think a 
little about it. Most of these labels do not specify 
“California,” but if we can build up the reputation 
of California products then you are working up a 
call for California goods and everybody in the east 
would be required to put California labels on their 
eoods, and I think it can be done. I am not prepared 
to offer a solution to the question. I think it is such 
an important point that it will have to be referred to 
a committee, and I doubt if they can get the whole 
thing straightened out very quickly.

Trade in canned goods could be increased by a sys- 
tematic campaign of demonstration, conducted, not in 
the establishments of the large dealers (where but few 
of the consuming class would have an opportunity 
to test their value), but in the small shops that are 
scattered all over the cities of England and through 
which a great mass of the people are supplied. These 
demonstrations would not only bring to the attention 
of the consumer the value of these fruits as a food, 
but would also be of value to the small dealer in giv- 
ing him a better knowledge of the product he was 
selling.

American fruits, green, dried, and preserved, are 
sold in Dublin, and in Ireland generally, to a large 
extent, but to just what extent it is impossible to say, 
as all those imported come by way of British ports, 
and no records of the country of crigin are kept. How- 
ever, the trade is a fairly large one, as may be gath- 
ered from the fact that during the year ended Decem- 
her 31, 1903, there were imported at Dublin, the fol- 
lowing: Apples and pears, 2,556 tons; dried fruit, 
2,074 tons; green and preserved fruits, 2,045 tons; 
grapes, 278 tons; preserved, 1,725 tons. 

It seems to me that practically the only way to in- 
crease the sales here would be by making direct ship- 
ments and thus cheapen the cost of the fruits. One 
large dealer informs me that “if American fruit could 
be supplied at cheap rates in Ireland the consumption

would be doubled.” He adds, ‘Fruit has been tog 
much of a luxury and not a food. Nothing but cheap 
prices can increase its consumption.”

With the exception of a light importation from Auys- 
ralia and Belgium, the green apples brought to E¢- 
inburgh are from the United States and Canada. [py 
other fruits, green, canned, dried, and evaporated, the 
United States has a growing share of the expanding 
trade. Fresh apples are imported into east Scotland 
principally through Glasgow; pears, apricots, and 
plums mostly come by way of London or Liverpool, 
Canned and evaporated fruits—apples, apricots, pears 
and peaches—are imported through Liverpool, Glas- 
gow and Leith. Some of these goods are always ip 
strong demand. Continental producers cannot com- 
pete successfully in these lines, as our goods are al- 
most universally considered to be of superior quality, 

There are heavy importations to this market from 
the United States of canned apples, pears, plums, apri- 
cots and green gages. To a less extent peaches and 
also black currants and other small fruits are brought 
here. Strange to say, peaches were never much in 
favor as compared with apples and apricots; they do 
not please the east Scotland palate. It is noteworthy, 
too, that public taste for two or three years has been 
“off” apricots more or less, Large quantities are still 
consumed, but not as compared with apples and pears. 
It is the opinion of dealers that the taste for apricots 
may at any time revive. Trade in all these canned 
goods (with the exceptions noted) is increasing at a 
fair rate on a natural basis, and the manager of one 
of the principal firms handling the goods says: “We 
don’t think sales of United States fruits could be much 
accelerated by extraneous aid, although competition is 
keen.” In his view, the goods—notably apples and 
pears—are of superior quality and recommend them- 
selves, and will continue to gain favor. He says that 
all the fruits are uniformly excellent, and that the 
packing is, as a rule, carefully and intelligently done. 
He praises the entire method of United States canned 
fruit firms in selecting, preparing, packing and label- 
ing. Not only does the fruit arrive in fine condition, 
but it is made attractive by really artistic labels, which 
are from year to year improving. As an example of 
the superb condition of the fruit on arrival, he says 
that “upon the last 1,000 cases which we received we 
are claiming only £2 ($9.75) rebate for unsatisfactory

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goods.” The efforts begun some five years ago by 
Spanish firms in the canned fruit trade to obtain a 
market here have not been successful. The goods 
offered were inferior. The people of this district will 
not accept food products of any kind that do not come 
fully up to the American standard of excellence. 

Blackberries, blueberries, raspberries and cherries are 
but little known. Among the masses they are only 
known by name. A considerable market for such 
goods in Edinburgh could only be created by a slow 
and not inexpensive process. 

Prices —The prices of canned fruits in Edinburgh 
have fluctuated but little in the past seven or eight 
years. The average prices paid by a leading firm of 
wholesale merchants for the principal fruits during 
the year ended March 31, 1904, were approximatels 
as fotlows, per dozen of 2-pound cans:

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The Productive Capacity of Soils. 

Professor F. H. King, of Wisconsin, writing in the 
American Agriculturist on the subject of soils and 
their productive capacity, states that the active food 
materials, of both plants and animals, are in available 
form only when in solution. Solid foods when eaten 
are dissolved in the digestive tract and only then can 
they enter the system to nourish the body or con- 
tribute to its supply of energy. So, too, the immedi- 
ately available plant food material obtained from the 
soil is carried in the soil moisture, and with it enters 
the plant through the roots. 

Since both the soil moisture and the plant food ma- 
terials dissolved in it are essential to plant growth, 
it is clearly of fundamental importance to learn 
whether the yields of crops are greater where the dis- 
solved plant food materials, or the readily soluble 
forms of them, are present in larger amounts in the 
soil. 

Two soils, under normal field conditions, one giv- 
ing a yield of 54.6 bushels of shelled corn per acre, 
and the other 17.3 bushels, were leached, during about 
six hours, with distilled water. From the surface foot 
of the first, potash was recovered at the rate of 287 
pounds per acre, the second giving but 160 pounds. 

Likewise, the first soil yielded 280 pounds of phos- 
phoric acid, while the other gave only 122 pounds 
per acre. Of nitric acid, too, the substance from 
which plants derive their supply of nitrogen, the soil 
yielding 54.6 bushels of corn per acre gave up to the 
water at the rate of 301 pounds nitric acid from the 
surface foot; while the soil yielding only 17.3 bushels 
gave to the water but 98 pounds from the surface 
foot. 

Thus it is seen, where large amount of essential 
plant food materials could be recovered from the soil, 
there the yields were also large; and where the water 
removed small amounts of plant food material there 
the yield was also small. 

When the amounts of the different plant food ma- 
terials which were removed from these soils during 
mly about six hours of leaching with pure water are 
put in the form of a table they stand as here given in 
accompanying figures. The amounts of plant food 
materials removed with distilled water, in about six 
hours, from two soils, one where the yield of corn 
was 54.6 bushels, and the other where the yield was 
17.3 bushels per acre. Amounts are in pounds per 
acre from the surface foot.

To recover these amounts of plant food materials, 
it may be stated that the distilled water was caused 
to leach slowly through a very thin layer three-six- 
teenths of an inch thick, and the amount used was 
enough to cover the surface about 40 inches deep. 

The amounts of potash present in these two soils, 
and shown to be in available form by its removal 
with water, was equal to that removed by 19.4 tons 
of field cured stalks and ears per acre, in the case of 
the stronger soil, and of 10.9 tons per acre, for the 
poorer soil. Likewise, there was phosphoric acid 
enough recovered, for 19.1 tons and 8.3 tons respec- 
tively. 

In a comparative study of eight soil types, four of 
which were strong and four others poor, upon which 
both corn and potatoes were grown under normal 
field conditions and in four states, it was found that 
the mean yield, on the four stronger soils, was 2.47 
times that on the four poorer soils. At the same time 
it was found, as an average of a large number of de- 
terminations, that the total plant food materials which 
could be removed from the surface foot of soil by 
washing with distilled water during three minutes 
was 2.39 times greater from the stronger soils than 
from the four poorer soils. 

Setting aside the cause of the differences in the 
enduring fertility of soils, it is my conviction, says 
Prof. King, that, when the necessary critical study has 
been made, it will be found that the immediately pro- 
ductive capacity of soils are in a very high degree 
determined by those plant food materials which are 
present in forms which are readily dissolved in water. 
And that those soils, climate permitting, which con- 
tains these water-soluble plant food materials in great- 
est abundance, up to optimum limits. are capable of 
producing the largest yields. 

Various observations which have been made, tend 
to show that good soil management has the effect to 
clothe the soi! skeleton with heavier and heavier ac- 
cumulations of the soluble plant food materials. On

still smaller vields. 





Growing Export Trade in Apples. 

The increasing importance of American exporta- 
tions of apples was called to the attention of the 
\merican Apple Growers’ Congress in a paper recent- 
ly read before that organization by Prof. Taylor, 
pomologist of the U. S. Department of Agriculture : 

One of the most interesting and important phases 
of this apple export trade to the apple grower, said 
Prof. Tavlor, is ‘the proportion of the entire crop 
which is exported. On this, unfortunately, no exact 
statistics are available, because of the present lack of 
accurate data on the actual magnitude of the apple 
crop of the United States in any year. The figures of 
the decennial censuses, which are the only ones avaii- 
able, can only ke looked upon as rough approxima- 
tions. because of the manner of collecting them. Tak- 
ing the most generally accepted commercial estimates 
of the crops for the past five years and comparing 
these with the exports of the corresponding _ fiscai 
vears, we find that an interesting increase in the pro- 
portion of the apple crop annually exported appears 
to exist. While the exports for the fiscal year I9g00, 
the crop covered by the census, amounted to less than 
1 per cent of the estimated crop, the proportion of the 
estimated crop exported through the succeeding years 
showed a steady increase. 

During the past four years the export trade has 
shown an especially gratifying increase, establishing 
a new record of both quality and value. Over 2,018,- 
261 barrels of fresh apples were exported, with an 
export valuation of $5,446,473, during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1904. These were from the crop of 
1902. To this, there should be added the 49,301,665 
pounds of dried apples, valued at $2,791,421, bringing 
the total expert valuation of our foreign shipments of 
apples, exclusive of manufactured products, up to 
$8.237,894.
